Hillcrest Woman Killed 
In Car Accident 


Kurt Syryca, 22 year old 
miner, died in the C.’N.P. hos¬ 
pital at about 8.15 p. m. Mon¬ 
day from injuries he sustained 
in a mining accident about 
6 o’clock Monday morning. 

Mr. Syryca, employed at the 
Vicary Creek Coal Mine of 
Coleman Collieries was en¬ 
gaged as a deisel motor driver. 
The small locomotive was 
used to haul coal cars in and 
out of the mine.

Opened 

Over 75 persons gathered at the 
Wayside Chapel at Passburgh on 
Saturday afternoon to attend the 
official opening of the Bible Mus¬ 
eum as another attraction at the 
site of the Chapel. 

Visitors to the opening were wel¬ 
comed by Don Timmermans of 
Lundbreck who commended Goert 
Vander Meulen of Bellevue for the 
great amount of work he had put 
into organizing and helping to build 
the museum. Mr. Timmermans 
then introduced Reverend C. 
Schemper of Calgary, representa¬ 
tive of the World Home Bible 
League who commended the Way- 
side Chapel Committee for having 
added the Museum to the Wayside 
Chapel. He then gave a resume of 
the origin and work of the Home 
Bible League.

Crows Nest Lake 
Swimming Pool 
to be Completed 

The Journal was informed 
today that work will again be 
resumed on Thursday of this 
week for the completion of the 
Swimming Pool at Crows 
Nest Lake. 

The Provincial Government 
has granted an additional 
$1200 for its completion. This 
makes a total of $6,200.00 
granted for this project. 


Minister G. Taylor 
Outlines Highway 
No. 3 Road Program 

William Kovach, MLA of Hill- 
chest, after having requested in¬ 
formation regarding the No. 3 high¬ 
way through the Crows Nest Pass 
from Gordon Taylor, Minister of 
Highways in Edmonton, received 
the following information this week. 

“With reference to the overpass 
over the railway at Crows Nest, 
Mr. Taylor advised that this is 
connected with the re-location of 
Highway No. 3 to tie in with the 
British Columbia re-location. This 
requires overpassing of the CPR 
tracks at Island Lake. This over¬ 
pass is presently being designed 
and as soon as it is completed, 
application will be made to the 
Board of Transport Commissioners 
for approval to construct. Mr. 
Tailor advised that if they are 
able to go ahead with this work, 
it is suitable work for late fall 
or winter. 

“Mr. Taylor also stated that 
with reference to the re-alignment 
at the border, the Alberta proposal 
is to overpass the CPR mainline 
crossing over Island Lake, em¬ 
ploying the Island for support and 
joining the Highway No. 3 align¬ 
ment approximately 1,000 feet east 
of the Lake. This alignment pro¬ 
vides a very good natural railway 
separtion point, which is essential 
as it spans the main CPR line. 
The construction across the Lake 
will cause a causeway-type road¬ 
way and the elevations will estab¬ 
lish above the extreme high water 
mark. The nature of the materials 
in this area would again permit 
winter construction when the de¬ 
partment is able to go ahead with 
the project. Mr. Taylor states that 
they would like to go ahead with 
it this year but it is not certain 
at this time whether there will 
be sufficient money in the vote 
to do so or not. This proposal pro¬ 
vides exceptionally good align¬ 
ment, gradients gnd curvature and 
will be a vast improvement over 
the existing road. It is the view of 
the department that the construc¬ 
tion across Island Lake will not 
seriously affect the utility of the 
Lake as a recreation area, nor will 
the beauty of the area be adverse¬ 
ly affected. 

That with reference to bridge- 
work mentioned in the Manifesto 
costing some $43,700.00, Mr. Taylor 
advised that this does not apply 
to any one bridge but rather in¬ 
cludes a number of small bridges 
and culverts on local district 
roads, in the M.D.’s and L. I. D.’s, 
in that electoral division. The list 
includes the following M.D. 9 - five 
large culverts, three standard- 
span bridges, one salvage steei 
truss; I.D. 27 one large culvert 
and I.D. 10 one large culvert. 

With reference to the underpass 
at Maunsell, Mr. Taylor advised 
that Highway No. 3 between Pin¬ 
cher Creek and Brocket, crosses 
the CPR tracks by a level crossing. 
When this section of the No 3 
Highway is upgraded, it is pro¬ 
posed to carry the CPR over the 
highway by means of an under 
pass. This requires a short re-loca¬ 
tion of the CPR tracks. Submission 
to the Board of Transport Com¬ 
missioners was made on January 
23rd of 1963, and negotiations with 
this Board and the CPR are still 
underway. The Department of 
Highways expect that a Board 
Order will be obtained this summer 
and construction of the underpass 
could proceed to suit the highway 
construction schedule. Constuction 
in this area will be preceded by 
some advance drainage work in 
order to facilitate better and more 
stable construction at the time the 
major operation is put underway. 

Concluding this information, Mr. 
Taylor stated that the Department 
has no knowledge of any plans to 
bypass Bellevue and Blairmore.

Twenty-Four 
Conventions 
Instead of One 

Members of the Coleman Con¬ 
gregation of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
will experience something new .n 
conventions this year. According 
to Mr. W. L. Krish, never before 
has there been a convention like 
the Around-The-World-Assembly of 
Jehovah's Witnesses. 

He said there will foe 24 con¬ 
ventions instead of one. In prev¬ 
ious years, delegates were brought 
from all around the globe to one 
point in North America. “What 
makes this year’s assembly diff¬ 
erent,” Mr. Krish said, “is that 
this assembly is actually moving 
around the world and visiting 
twenty-four cities in just ten 
weeks.

Motoring with 
children requires 
careful planning 

Motoring with children can be a 
horror and a headache, says the 
B.C. Automobile Association, or it 
can be peaceful and pleasurable. 
The difference depends on one 
basic factor—planning. 

Families intending to take young 
children along on a trip of more 
than two hours had better prepare 
for it. 

Proper planning calls for all 
luggage to be packed in the trunk, 
so that the children have plenty 
of room in the back seat, un¬ 
hampered by bulky suitcases. 
Make sure the small children’s 
legs do not dangle over the seat, 
as this can tire them rapidly. Pro¬ 
vide a board or some object on 
the car floor as a foot rest.
